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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendments after final rejection, filed on 02/29/2008, is acknowledged. In the claims of 
the amendment filed on 02/29/2008, claim 63 is drawn to an isolated polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence, said amino acid 
sequence having at least 95% identity to the full length of SEQ ID NO: 100. An isolated polypeptide according to the proposed amendment 
encompasses any protein, wherein a combination of at least one or more part(s) orfragemnt(s) of said protein have 95% identity to SEQ ID 
NO: 100, for example. Thus, a full length of the claimed isolated protein does not require to have 95% identity to SEQ ID NO: 100, as long 
as the protein is large enough to have many fragments that pairs up with 95% of amino acids of SEQ ID NO: 100. The amended claims 
with a limitation, i.e., "to the full length of SEQ ID NO: 100", appears to overcome instant rejection under 35 USC 102(b) if the amendment 
was entered and it would require further consideration and/or new search, and would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
